GOVT. SEIZURE 
SCHEME ANNOYS 
PRIVATE FIRMS 


Prevented From Taking 
Action Against Debtor 
Farmers 
That while provincial legislation 


is constantly being used to prevent 
private creditors from taking act- 


| ions against debtor farmers whose 


debt is years in arrears, the gov- 
ernment itself is stepping in and 
making seizures of grain crops on 
which recent liens are held for fod- 
der advances is the charge made by 
financial houses who feel that this 
action is discriminatory and that it 
jeopardizes their equity in many 
cases. : 
“We are up against this condition 
all the time,” said one mortgage 
company head today. “The govern- 
ment is ready to make seizures on 
farmers but the private creditor or 
mortgage company has to go to the 
debt adjustment board for a permit. 
It is practically impossible for us to 
et anywhere unless we have the 
‘ower'’s co-operation and make 
a settlement.” 


EXEMPTIONS GREAT 

Another mortgage company re- 
presentative complained that the 
list of exemptions given to farmers 
against action for debt, which must 
be allowed before the board will 
give leave to make @ seizure, are 
80 great that it is hard to get any- 
thing. This is noticeably the case 
if the farmer is disposed ‘o make 
his exemption list just as high as he 
possibly can. In such cases, there is 
nothing left for the creditors.” 
BUT GOVERNMENT COLLECTS 

But while private concerns are 
held back the government has no 
such restrictions and under author- 
ity of a ministerial order published 
in the lest issue of the Alberta 
Gerette, fieldmen of the municipal 
affairs department and secretary- 
treasurers of municipal districts, 
may effect crop seizures when se- 
curity for repayment of the fodder 
sdvance is in jeoperdy. 
FODDER RELIEF ACT 

The Fodder Relief Act provides 
that sufficient of the farmer's crop 
may be sold by private contract or 
by public. auction to satisfy the 
amount owing to the government. - 

“The purpose is to enforce seiz- 


ures in cases where a farmer is} 


known to be financially able to pay 
back the advance and has neglected 


to do so,” said one government ate} 


ficial.

Walter Bilibroka Faces 
Preliminary on Charge 
Of Murder 


Walter Bilibroka, 18, of Gunn, 
was arraigned before Magistrate 
McCullough of Stony Plain, Friday 
afternoon at Glenevis, for prelimin- 
ary hearing on a charge of mur- 
dering his former employer, Nor- 
man Nicholson, 55, Glenevis farm- 
er, who a coroner's jury found had 
died by foul means. 

At the conclusion of the inquest, 
which 336 held Friday forenoon at 
Glenevis under the direction of 
Coroner Dr. R. M. Oatway of Stony 
Plain, the jury returned the follow- 
ing verdict: “We, the jury, find that 
Norman Nicholson came to his 
death between the dates of Septem- 
ber 8 and 15 by foul means, appar- 
ently being struck several times on 
the head by a blunt instrument;

arrived at this verdict from the 
evidence submitted today.”

BEPORTED MISSING 

Andrew Erickson, a neighbor, 
stated that he had gone to Nichol- 
son's farm on September 8 and 
again on September 11 and 12, fol- 
lowing which he reported to R.C.

ONE MILLION IS ENQUGH 


Bulk figures show only too plainly what 
five years of blasting have done to Canada’s 
trade abroad, as they show what thé same 
policy has done to private citizens of the Dom- 
inion in work, wages and property values. 
Hence Premier Bennett has to résort to decimal 
fractions and per centage calculations of loss 
to make out a case in defence. 

Thus, he has been telling audiences that 
Canada has lost less of its export trade in the 
last five years than most of the leading nations. 
This of course is only to say that his contem- 
poraries have been even more successful in 
their trade-blocking activities than he has been. 

Perhaps bankrupt Canadian farmers and idle 
factory-workers should rejoice in the knowledge 
that worse has befallen their fellows in some 
other countries, but any consolation dérivable 
from this tragic comparison is unfortunately 
not negotiable. One cannot eat per centage 
records of disaster, nor pay his bills with the 
money people in other countries did not get. 

The world has been tariff-mad; nobody 
doubts that. Which of the nations has been 
maddest, or has operated the machinery of 
trade-prevention with the most disastrous con- 
sequences to itself, is a matter of casual 
concern only. The important point for us is 
that Canada’s export trade has been cut in two; 
largely bécausé Mr. Bennett refused to allow 
payment for exports in the only things that 
customers abroad could offer in exchange for 
them.

*CREAMED SPINACH—Wash fresh spinach 
under funning water until all grit is removed. 
Cook without water (except that which clings 
to the leaves) for about ten minutes, during 
which time prepare a satice as follows: Blend 
with & fork 14 tablespoonfuls of browned flour 
into one tablespoonful of butter. Place over a 
low flame and stir in 14% cupfuls of thin cream, 
using either fresh cream or evaporated milk. 
Cook to the desired consistency and add the 
chopped whites of four hard-boiled eggs. Turn 
Spinach into hot serving dish, cover with sauce, 
and press the egg yolks through a coarse sieve 
over top.

cent to 100 per cent more in Canada than in 
United States, owing to the Bennett tariffs. 

One or two items as a matter of fact cost 
more than 100 per cent additional in Canada— 
notably Eddy matchés, whieh.cost 21 cents for 
six large boxes in United States and 50‘ cents 
for the same quantity in Canada. 

But how about giving the public the other 
side of the picture, and telling about those in- 
dustries that have benefitted under Mr. Bennett?

Canada has made a far better show at Wash- 
ington under Conservative rule, but that may 
have been due to the circumstance that brother- 
in-law Bill Herridge was madé Minister to 
Washington. The more than $100,000 a year 
spent on maintaining the Canadian establish- 
ment there, might have been reducéd if some 
person unrelated by marriage to the Premier 
had been chosen for the job. That may not bea 
fair instance to quote. 

Take the R.C.M.P. No business in Canada 
has shown more growth than the police business 
under Mr. Bennett. New and larger buildings 
and barracks are being erected all over Canada 
to cope with the great increase the police busi- 
ness has experienced since 1930. So many addi- 
tions have been made to it that the R.C.M.P, 
is considering a change of name. It may drop 
the word “Mounted.” The unmounted men now 
outnumber the mounted men by over 90 per 
cent. 

The increase in the police business of the 
Dominion has been recognized in the salary 
lists of the higher officials. The former Com- 
missioner used to get $6540 a year salary, plus 
a house and ration allowance of $1320. 

The present Commissioner receives from Mr. 
Bennett a total of $14,276 a year, made up as 
follows: salary $12,000; house allowance $1500; 
ration allowance $876. 

General McNaughton, late chief of the Mili- 
tary staff, has shared in the prosperous days 
that Mr, Bennett’s regime has brought to the 
police and militia forces cf Canada. He used to 
get $8000 a year, Mr. Bennett increased his 
salary to $10,000 and later promoted him to the 
Research Council at $15,000 a year, plus $15 a 
day in addition to railway fares, when trav- 
elling. Col. W. A. Steele, who got $4460 in the 
Department of National Defence, was made 
radio commissioner at $8000 a year. 

Those nicthers who a couple of decades back 
were singing “I did not raise my boy to be a 
soldier,” may have been blocking the path to 
prosperity for their budding young pacifists,

The current issue of “Canadian Boat- 
ing’—whose owner and late editor is the same 
Mr. Hugh C. Maclean who wrote the life of 
Richard B. Bennett—has a letter from a reader 
draWing attention to the era of prosperity that 
has dawned on the crew of the 60 foot launch 
Preventor, of the R.C.M.P. 

Quoting from Hansard of June 12 of this 
year, the writer says that the little craft carries 
the following crew, whose names I will not 
cumber the record with: Skipper-lieut., $5.90 a 
day; skipper, $5 a day; chief petty officer, $3.20 
a day; chief engineer, $5.40 a day; warrant en- 
gineer, $4.25 a day; petty officer, $2.50 a day.; 
chief engine room artificer, 3nd class, $3.60 a 
day; engine room artificer, 2nd class, $2.75 a 
day; leading telegraphist, $2.25 a day; tele- 
graphist, $2 a day; two enginemen at $2.45 a day; 
one engineman, $2.30 a day; one engineman 
$2.25 a day; four seamen $1.95 a day each; two 
ordinary seamen $1.25 a day each; cook-steward 
$2.70 a day; ship’s cook, $2.70 a day. Board is 
included in all of the above. 

If the Preventor sinks some day with all 
hands the reason therefor will be quite clear. 
Just in case you may think there has been an 
error in the figure printed, and that the Pre- 
ventor is a cruiser, I will write the description. 
She is a sixty-foot launch,

Men engaged in pre- 
ventive work against smugglers are engaged in 
the noblest of all work—maintaining high prices 
and profits for the beneficiaries of the Bennett 
high tariff.

A Day in Canadian History 

On this date in 1785 the first 
issue ‘appeared of the Royal Ga- 
zette and the New Brunswick 
Advertiser, published by Chris- 
topher Sower, a Loyalist from 
Philadelphia, who had been ap- 
pointed postmaster for the prov- 
ince of New Brunswick and 
“printer to the King’s Most Ex- 
cellent Majésty.” On December 
18, 1785, William Lewis and John 
Ryan published The Royal St. 
John's Gazette and Nova Scotia 
Intelligencer, Lewis was a pre- 
Loyalist, for he had arrived in 
1783. He was one of the first 
freemen of Saint John when it 
was incorporated in 1785. Ryan 
had been an apprentice in New 
York of John Howe, the father of 
Hon. Joseph Howe, and had ac- 
companied his master to Halifax, 
where he decided to set up for 
himself and chose Parr Town as 
his field, 

After Sower had been named 
king’s printer, Lewis and Ryan 
changed the name of their paper 
to the St. John Gazette and Gen- 
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eral Advertiser, but on Sower’s 
death in 1799 Ryan was appoint- 
ed king’s printer and the name of 
the paper was changed to The 
Royal Gazette and New Bruns- 
wick Advertiser. In May, 1790, 
Sower moved to French Village, 
King’s county and jn the cellar 
of his log house established a 
printing office, publishing The 
Royal Gazette, the journals of the 
House of Assembly and the acts 
of the New Brunswick legisla- 
ture. He was first printer to oce 
cupy a seat in the legislature, be- 
ing elected to the assembly in 
1795. His son, Brook Watson, was 
in business as a printer at Balti- 
more and lives in the history of 
the craft as the man who first 
printed the Bible in diamond 
type, thereby astounding printers 
in England. 

In 1815 George Kilman Lugrin 
was king's printer and published 
at Fredericton The New Bruns- 
wick Royal Gazette, thus found- 
ing a famous newspaper family 
for the Lugrins are now known 
from coast to coast. 


Mr. Bennetts “Wild Dreams” 


Outside the wild west movie 
pictures one can scarcely have 
encountered such a plot as that 
which Prime Minister Bennett 
sprang on a_ British Columbia 
audience and _ radio listeners 
across Canada when he told of 
the plot of the unemployed who 
started to trek across Canada— 
they were going to reach Ottawa, 
seize Prime Minister Bennett as 
a hostage and set up a Commu- 
nist government in Canada, Just 
like that. 

Mr. Bennett foiled this plot. 
He ordered that the trekkers be 
opposed, be not allowed to reach 
Ottawa. Premier Hepburn of 
Ontario, the premiers of other 
provinces, little knowing what 
was at stake, joined in frustrat- 
ing the progress of the trekkers. 
Only a few reached Ottawa. 

What kind of a yarn is this for 
the Prime Minister of Canada to 
offer the people of this country? 
If that bedraggled procession of 
unemployed had reached Ottawa 
how could they have seized the 


Prime Minister as a hostage? If 
they had succeeded in snatching 
him how could this have aided 
them in setting up a Communist 
government? Is he the only man 
in Ottawa? What about that 
large policeman who parades 
Sparks street? What about the 
gentleman usher of the black rod 
and the formidable person who 
wields tie formidable mace? 
Would they have submitted to 
the setting up of a Communist 
government? 

The story is so fantastic that 
one may expect to see denials 
that Mr. Bennett ever spoke it. 
But he did and no doubt it gave 
the actor in him a thrill to tell 
it. The story will read well in 
Moscow and all across Russia— 
how the Communists were bare- 
ly foiled in their design to seize 
the Canadian Prime Minister and 
set up a Soviet government in 
Canada, Mr. Stalin will, doubt- 
less, be told that the plan failed 
this time by a narrow squeak, 
but may be put over any day
